ORDER NEEDS MORE YOUNG MEN 



The Rev. Brother Isidore, Fm- 
\incial of the Xuverinn Brothers In 
the I'nitec] States, went to Detroit. 
Mich.. Tuesday night after spending 
the better part of a week at St. 
Xavier's College on Knst Broa<hva.v. 
There are few men outside of this 
city that have more friends here 
than has Broiher Isidore. For manv 
years he taught a t St. Xavier's Col- 
lege when it was located on Fourth 
avenue, and there are hundreds of 
young business and professional men 
Who were formerly pupils under 

htm. 

Brother Isidore had a two-fold Ob- 
ject in coming to Louisville this 
time— first to make his annual in- 
spection of St. Xavier's College, and 
also to have a conference with (lie 
Rev. Father Hognrtv, who is de- 
l-in.us of opening- a high school for 
boys at Lebanon. In conversation 
with a representative of the Ken- 
tucky Irish American Brother 
Isidore Raid: "Father Hogarty hoped 
to open a high school for boys witn 
the Xaverian Brothers in charge in 
1910. At this time I can not -see how 
it can lye possible for our order to 
nccommodate him. but I hope it mav 
come later." 

Brother Isidore is now serving his 
third term as Provincial and the or- 
der has made splendid progress 
since he became its head, yet 
Brother Isidore bears his honors 
modestly and takes no credit to 
himself. He ascribes evervthlng to 
the discipline and soundness of .,ie 
principles on which the Xaverian 
order is founded. Asked to sav 
something that would be of interest 
to his former pupils j n Louisville 
Brother Isidore said: 

"My heart is always in Louisville. 
I was born in Germany, but I lived 
in Louisville from the time I was 
fourteen until I was thirty-two 
years old. Now I am fifty-six, a 
little grayer and with less hair on 
the top of my head, but I still love 
Louisville and like to meet my old 
boys. 

"Louisville I find much changed, 
and for the better. It is now what 
I would call one of our advanced 
cities. One who has lived here and 
in the Fast can see no difference 
now in the progress von are mak- 
ing between Louisville and one of 
our Fastern cities. It speaks well 
/or the people and I believe our 
boys are among the progressive 
men in the city. I rememl>er old 
St. Xavier's InMitute on Kourth 
avenue when we celebrated the fact 
that we had 100 boys. Last Fridav 
I counted US boys at St. Xavier's 
College. It shows good work. Lots 
of money was s|>ent on that college, 
but it has done great good, and I 
expect to see more money spent 
•on it to build It up. 

"At present we have twenty-six 
schools and colleges in the I'nited 
States, but only 248 Brothers. I 
could use 500 more Brothers before 
Christmas if I could get them, so 
great is the demand upon us. How- 
ever, our order Is growing and each 
year adding a few more. We are 
now building a college in Massa- 
chusetts to cost $150,000, so you see 
we are making some progress our- 
selves. I wish I could be back in 
Baltimore for the football game 
Saturday, but I have to go from here 
to Detroit. No, I can not nui like I 
-did years ago, and I can't jump a 
fejice, but I can punch these hollow 
chested fellows In the hack when 
they don't hold straight." 

Brother Isidore has the same 
genial smile, hearty handshake and 
kindly disposition that' the boys 
knew in the late '70's anil early 
'80's. At the college the other day 
he met several of the boys whose 
fathers had Iteen his pupils a quar- 
ter of a century ago. Wherever he 
goes the best wishes of Louisville's 
old and new boys will go with him, 
and if anv higher honors can come 
to him they will glory in his eleva- 
tion.

FATAL RESULT 



Attend* Injuries to former 
Popular Resident of 
Louisville. 



The funeral of Thomas Barrett, 
who died at Indianapolis on Friday 
morning of last week, was held from 
the Church of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment on East Washington street on 
Monday, and was one of the very 
largest that ever took place from 
that church. 

Mr. Barrett' had spent his early 
youth and young manhood in l/ouis- 
ville, and was one of the city's pio- 
need electrical workers. Later he 
worked as an electrician in nearly 
every State in the I'nion and had a 
very extensive acquaintance among 
electrical men. Several years ago 
he settled in Indianapolis and be- 
came an electrical contractor in his 
>wn behalf. He had carried out sev- 
;ral large contracts and at the time 
:>f the accident that caused' his 
death had the contract for wiring 
the Coliseum at the Indiana State 
Fair grounds. 

About a fortnight ago the scaffold 
on which he was standing gave way 
and precipitated him to the ground. 
One of his legs was broken in two 
places, and he was injured about the 
head. While his condition was con- 
sidered serious his death was not 
expected. 

The remains were brought to 
Louisville on Sunday and taken to 
the home of his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
John J. Barrett. 822 East Main 
street, "where they remained until 
the funeral Manday morning. The 
deceased is survived by his wife, who 
resides in Indianapolis; a siBter, 
Miss Mamie Barrett, and two broth 
ers, William and Edward Barrett, of 
this city. Several niece*, nephews 
and six "members of the Electricul 
Workers' Inion of Indianapolis ac- 
companied the bereaved wife and 
the remains to Louisville and at- 
tended the funeral.

Tuesday and Cabinet 
Tipped. 



DIG RATIFICATION ON MONDAY 



This has been a great week for 
Louis\ille Democrats, und next week 
will be greater still. They are re- 
joicing because they have been led 
out of the bondage of itcpuhlicanism 
and the city that the Louisville 
Kvening Post would make a wilder- 
ness into the laud of promise. The 
liiivs in the trenches as well as the 
leaders are rejoicing, ami with true 
Democratic spirit each is willing to 
give all the credit to the other fel- 
low. .No one is saying "I did it." 
It was a concerted action, the uni- 
fication of all factions, the prodigals 
were welcomed home anil the fatteil 
calves have been killed. 

The term of the old fleneral Coun- 
cil expired November 5, so that 
Louisville had no "City Fathers" 
until the Democrats were installed 
Tuesduy night. As a perfunctory 
performance the retiring Aldermen 
and Couneilmcu. who were politically 
dead on Friday, met just previous 
to the installation of the Democrats 
and declared themselves officially 
dead. No one denied it. 

While this was going on the Demo- 
cratic cohorts from all over Louis- 
ville were pouring into the City Hall 
and Council and Aldernianie cham- 
bers. Capt. John P. Carney with a 
brays band headed a delegation from 
the First ward, and that baud played 
"My Old Kentucky Home" and "A 
Hot Time in the Old Town Tonight" 
on the slightest provocation. Andy 
Kast, he of the big frame and heart, 
headed a delegation from the Elev- 
enth ward. Herman Oocke, John 
Barry. James P. Edwards, Frank 
Mclirath. Frank Dugan and John 
timber were present with their fol- 
lowers from their respective dis- 
tricts. It was a happy, joyous, 
shouting throng. 

The Councilmen were first to get 
into action. The new members were 
sworn in by Magistrate Edward 
O'Connor. Samuel Green, an able 
young attorney, was ehosen^Presi- 
dent without opposition. Charles J. 
Cronan, the well known real estate 
man, had no opposition for Clerk. 
Magistrate Adam Spahn adminis- 
tered the oath of office to the in- 
coming Aldermen. Dr. John Busche- 
meyer was elected President and 
Louis Stein was elected Clerk. 
Neither had opposition. Dr. Buscbe* 
meyer enjoys a lurge practice and 
has always been a hard working 
Democr-it. Louis Stein is city editor 
of the Louisville Anzeiger, and is 
one of the best equipped journalists 
in "the city, State or nation. The 
newspaper men of Louisville take his 
election as a compliment to the pro- 
fession. During the joint session 
that followed Joh.i Buechel, a hard- 
working Democrat, was elected City, 
Assessor. 

On Wednesday the newspaper men 
got another thrill of joy when 
Mayor-elect Head announced the 
appointment of Charles Foster, of 
the Times repertorial staff, as his 
private secretary. All these things 
give people fresh confidence in the 
incoming administration. Well be- 
gun is half done, you know. 

On Tuesday the Mayor-elect will 
be installed, and other new city of- 
ficers will be inducted. As a 
preparatory function Dr. J. R. 
Collier and the Democratic Commit- 
tee have prepared a feast for Mon- 
day. It will be held at the State 
Fair grounds. It will be in the 
nature of a Dutch lunch and gen- 
eral ratification from 11 o'clock in 
the morning until 0 o'clock in th-' 
evening. Democrats are invited and 
a host of good speakers will be on 
hand. 

While Mayor Head is not expeete 1 
to announce his appointees as mem- 
bers of the Boards of Public S.itclv 
and Works until he takes office, 
here are some of the tips: 

Board of Public Safety— W. II. 
Newman, Dan H. Russell, Charles P. 
Byrne and Edward Tiemcy. 

'Board of Public Works - Joe Nevin. 
O. R. Hunt. Rush Watkins and John 
D. Wakefield. 

If he appoints any or all of these. 
Mayor Read will make no mistake. 
One thing seems certain, he will ap- 
point men who will give Louisville 
a good, clean administration. The 
first duty of the new authorities 
ought to be the clean sweep of the 
hvpocrltical reformers.

The License 
Inspector's also needs attention, and 
Chief Inspector Daily, who perpe- 
trated an outrage on his Republican 
friends by writing and reciting 
alleged poetry during the campaign, 
ought to be made to feel that his 
poetic license has expired.

Fresh from a trip of more than 
two months through Northern and 
Western Canada. Norman Kushton, 
President of the Maple Leaf Club, 
has called a meeting of that organi- 
zation to be held in the parlors of 
the Seelbach Hotel next Monduv 
night. Judge Henry S. Barker, of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals, who 
once spent a year in Canada, will 
deliver an address. The Maple Leaf 
Club Is composed of Canadians anil 
Americans who have lived in the 
Dominion, and the object of the club 
is to promote good fellowship 
among the former Canadians who 
are now residents of Louisville. 

In addition to the address by 
Judge Barker the members of the 
Maple Leaf Club will insist that 
President Kushton give them n talk 
on his travels. Mr. Kushton is a 
Canadian' by birth, a Keiituekiau by 
choice and adoption. He is at pres- 
ent manager of the interests of the 
Commonwealth Life Insurance Com- 
pany in Louisville, and is identified 
with other progressive matters. He 
left Louisville on August 20, nnd hns 
been home a week. He is full of 
Canada and its- enticements. Hear 
him and be convinced that it is the 
land of progress, the land where 
wheat turns to gold if a man hns 
the energy to till the soil. 

He visited Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan, nnd incidentally passed 
through several of the Sfatcs of the 
Northwest. He made Winnipeg his 
headquarters, and talks interest- 
ingly on all things he saw. One 
thing impressed him and that was 
the opportunity that Western Can- 
ada presents to young and aide 
Irish-Americans who want to get 
away from the crowded tenement 
districts nnd who are ambitious to 
own their own homes anil to make 
their own way in the world- 

In a talk with a representative of 
the Kentucky Irish American this 
week Mr. Kushton sakl: '"In the 
first place Winnipeg deserve- a men- 
tion. It has at present a population 
of 140,000. Those familiar with it 
sny it doubles its population every 
five years. It is the greatest wheat 
shipping point on the Western con- 
tinent. The city is laid out on a 
large scale and is called the Chicago 
of Canada. The visitor is at once 
struck by the unusually wide 
streets, most of them 189 feet in 
breadth. The buildings are the most 
up-to-date of any city I know. There 
are very few if any old buildings. 
The way to account for this is that 
the town is so new nnd growing so 
rapidly. The public school buildings, 
the Weslaynn I'niversity of Mani- 
toba, the Government House and the 
Provincial Parliamentary building 
are all admirable. 

"While I was in Winnipeg the 
Governor General, Earl Grey, and 
his wife, the Countess Grey, came 
there. They entertained and were 
In turn' entertained by the residents. 
I wai fortunate enough to be in- 
vited to many of those social func- 
tions nnd thus gained a great in- 
sight into the economic, social and 
political interests of the western 
part of Canada. If any of your 
Irish friends desire to go to Mani- 
toba let them know there is little 
fan or spring. It jumps from win- 
ter to summer and back again every 
year. The climate is healthy. The 
soil is moist and there is lots of 
arable ground not yet under cultiva- 
tion- The crop this year is the 
greatest the farmers ever had, be- 
tween 135,000,000 and 130,000.000 
bushels of wheat —yet not more 
than 4 per cent, of arable land is 
now under tillage. Thousands of 
homesteads are availnble for any 
man who will go and |M>rform his 
homestead duties. Any fellow with 
pluck can get rich in a few years. 
My brother took up a homestead 
claim three years ago. This year he 
cleared $2,000 over expenses. 

"The Building of the Hudson Bay 
railway from the Pacific ocean to 
Hudson Bay will open a wide area 
to commerce and will bring Liver- 
pool as close to Fort Churchill 84 
Montreal, 1.500 miles." 

Mr. Kushton can talk to you on 
this subject for hours, but you want 
to hear him to become properly in- 
terested.

Never wns close alli- 
ance of men more to be desired than 
right now, and particularly in the 
cities of America. Take' a lone. 
Catholic in a strange city and he 
lacks courage that comet from con- 
tact with others of his belief. Lack 
of just such organizations as the 
Knights of Columbus has been a 
drawback to our good Catholics. I 
encourage all associations that bring 
Catholics into closer contact anif 
have high ideals set before them. 
I "The world clamors for righteous- 
ness. America is anxious today and 
is looking for that force that will 
save private and public morals. The 
church has all that. It offers freely 
to you that force which will make 
you a power for good in private and 
civic life. 

"But I also wish to see you suc- 
ceed in your prhate business, as it 
is your right to do. At the same 
time by example of righteousness 
nnd charitable inclinations you are 
doing a world work. 

"A Catholic never should be guilty 
of abuse of the electoral privilege, 
by stooping to |>etty personal am- 
bitions, but should ever put the na- 
tional needs above personal nmbi- 
tion. This is not always the •case, 
and unfortunntely we hear of Cath- 
olics in office who sell power for 
|K?lf. The church suffers enormously 
by such examples. Catholics should 
be models in clean politics, let it be 
known that when a Catholic is elect- 
ed to nu office, be it high or low, a 
servant of the whole jieople takes 
office. 

| "There has been prejudice against 
Catholics in America, but that was 
so long ago that today it were dense 
and unpardonable ignorance to say 
it exists, 

| "Here again let me put 
ambition in yon. I would like to 
Catholics in' high office. But Ahey 
are not there in the proportion they 
deserve. Take the next Legislature 
nnd see If it has 30 to 33 per cent, 
of Catholic members. That is about 
the proportion it should be from 
relative strength of the faith. 1 
would not say to you vote in Amer- 
ica on basis of religion. Fitness is 
the basis, nut let every Catholic be 
no fit that his fellows and non- 
Catholics can not escape voting for 
him.

"And we should not forget what 
Theodore Roosevelt said, that the 
chances are as good for a Catholic 
as a non-Catholic to become Presi- 
dent."

Thursday of last week was the 
feast of St. Unifies Borromeo. In 
Louisville the solemnity of the feast 
was transferred until Sunday, when 
the Forty Hours' prayer began at 
St. Charles Borromeo church. The 
Rev. Father Raffo officiated and 
preached an eloquent sermon on the 
life of the noted patron saint of the 
ehurcb. 

In Milan. Italy, the scenes of St. 
Charles' life and labors, the 
faithful are celebrating his ter-cen- 
tenary from now until November 4. 
1910. 

St. Charles Borromeo, the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Milan, was born in 
the castle of Arrona on the borders 
of I.ago Maggiore, a few miles from 
Milan, on October 2, 1538. His par- 
ents were of princely family and he 
had relatives who occupied high 
positions in the church. In 1560 he 
was made Cardinal and associated 
with his uncle, Pope Pius IV., in the 
administration of the affairs of the 
Holy See. He was prominently iden- 
tified with the direction of the Coun- 
cil of Trent, one of the greatest of 
the general councils of the church. 
As Archbishop of Milan he labored 
to restore the discipline of the 
church and to enforce the observ- 
ance of the laws of the Council of 
Trent. He established schools for 
the poor anod seminaries for the 
education of the clergy. By his 
sanctity and devotion to the people, 
an well as by a strict enforcement 
of church laws, he succeeded in his 
lifetime in laying the foundation of 
priestly knowledge and piety so that 
he has become the model in eccle- 
siastical discipline and in the re- 
newal of ecclesiastical life. Rigid 
in the enforcement of discipline, he 
was remarkable for his kindness and 
gentleness of chnrncter. During the 
great plague in Milan he refused to 
leave the city and was ever to be 
found by the sick and dying, ready 
to sacrifice himself that they might 
have the consolntion of religion. He 
lied of fever on November 4, 1609. 

He had lived to honor the church, 
and by his efforts had restored the 
true ecclesiastical spirit to the 
clergy. He is illustrious for hia 
work' in the development of eccle- 
siastical seminaries and no less re- 
markable for the development of 
catechetical Instruction as we under- 
stand it in our classes of catechism. 
His body rests in the rich chapel 
under the cupoln of the great 
church of Milnn in a crystal shrine 
f great value. The altar of the 
hapel la of solid silver, silver and 
gold lamps burn there night and 
day. His life is greater than all the 
gold in the world and bis nnire is 
a benediction in the church of God, 
and he js honored by the people, who 
love the memory of his deeds and 
recall with pride the simplicity and 
charity of his great life.

Both the Lords and the Commons 
of Urent Britain are worn out witu 
the recent strenuous struggle and 
everybody was satisfied when the 
leaders agreed upon a truce or 
respite of two weeks. This will 
mean that the climax of the battle 
bit ween the Government and nnti- 
(ioverninent forces will begin next 
Thursday. Politics were pretty 
warm fifteen years ago at the cul- 
mination of (ilndstone's last home 
rule fight, but there are signs toilny 
of greater public concern and ex- 
citement than nt that stormy time. 

It can not be said decisively what 
will be the action of the Lords, nor 
the reply of the (iovernnient, but 
one tiling certain is that the Peers 
will not pass the bill. Some I'niou- 
sts advise its flat rejection and oth- 
ers argue it would be far better 
tactics to adopt the amendments 
providing for u refenendiim to the 
entire country on the sections im- 
posing duties on land and additional 
liquor license duties before these 
sections become a law. This scheme 
would rob the Government of its 
hlef battle cry against the Lords, 
that they are exerii*ing illegitimate 
powers in claiming, authority ovei 
financial measures. 

The Government lenders have de- 
clared unequivocally they will accept 
no amendment, and will appeal to 
the country unless the budget is nc 
cepted exactly os it stands. It seems 
clear enough' in this situation that 
a general election is inevitable in 
January, us everybody expects. It 
has happened, however, that twice 
before within eighteen months a 
general election has been fore 
shadowed in these dispatches under 
exactly similar circumstances. The 
Government announced last year it 
would stand or fall with the oduct 
tion bill, and made the same declin- 
ation last spring regarding tbl 
license bill, but funked the issue in 
both cases and tried to save it > 
face on each occasion by saying i*. 
would not allow the Lords to dictat- 
the time of the general election. It 
may resort to the snme puerile tie 
tics again, for technically there is 
nothing to compel it to go to the 
country for another three years. 

There is little doubt the Govern- 
ment would lie glad to seize any 
excuse, since the Bcrmondsey elec- 
tion showed the latest trend of 
public opinion, for the postponement 
of a popular verdict until the ar- 
rival of nnother psychological mo- 
ment in its favor such as it believed 
existed last August. 

To shirk the issue again, however, 
would bring upon the Government 
such a general storm of ridicule and 
ontempt that there is really little 
reason to doubt it will face the 
music early in the year. The elec- 
tion which' probably will take pUcf 
then will be the most important and 
•ritienl of modern times. Its im- 
portance bv no means will he eon- 
fined to Britain, and it is hnrdly too 
inn. h to say that the future history 
of Europe largely is Involved in the 
settlement of the question, in whose 
liands shall rest the control of the 
British empire during the critical 
icars just ahead. 

Meanwhile Mr. Redmond and the 
Irish party are resting up and 
watching every possible move. The 
success of Hon. T. P. O'Connor's 
ilsit to the United States has given 
ihe Irish leaders fresh hope, and all 
»re prepared for whatever may 
lappen. , . 

The Lloyd-George budget received 
its first reading in the House of 
Lords on Monday. It was purely a 
formal procedure, and there was no 
discussion of the measure whatever. 
•The hill will have its second read- 
ing on November 22, when the real 
fight will begin.
